But, on the whole, our generals 
have had the basic concept of this 
country, which has kept out the 
Caesars and discouraged those 
who would be “The Man on 
Horseback.” | 


‘I Will Risk’ 

The Civil War was a great tef- 
ing time. There were those who 
dreamed of a dictatorship. In the 
dark days of the Union in 1863 
Abraham Lincoln took cogni- 
vance of this sentiment in a let- 
ter to Joe Hooker: “I have heard, 
in such a way as to believe, of 
your recently saying that both 
the army and the government 
need a dictator. ... Only those 
generals who gain successes can 
set up dictators. What I now ask 
of you is military success, and I 
will risk the dictatorship.” (Gen- 
eral Robert E. Lee crushed Joe 
Hooker and ended his feverish 
dream). | 

Joe Hooker's sentiments are 
heard now and then today, from 
fearful men, who in time of 
doubt and crisis want always to 
escape responsibility by calling 
in a Caesar. And in every era 
there is always at least one gen- 
eral who has an idea that destiny 
has touched him with her magic 
wand as the one best suited to 
dictate. 

But, these have been few, the 
blot of it has tarnished forever 
the record of them and their 
deeds. 

In the time of the greatest 
testing, William T. Sherman and 
Ulysses S. Grant, both made it 
clear they accepted the fact that 
the executive branch was civil- 
jan and that soldiers were not 
suited for it. Two years ago Gen- 
eral Dwight Eisenhower made a 
historic statement on the same 
subject, declaring that no soldier 
without experience in civilian 
life, was in his opinion, fitted for 
the presidency. ; 

We have been lucky in our 
great generals.

Woman Red 
Shoots Down 
7 Prisoners

MASAN FRONT IN KOREA, 
Monday, Sept. 4—(#)—A Commu- 
nist woman guerrilla shot down 
seven American prisoners in cold 
blood Sunday night. Five were 
killed and two wounded were left 
for dead. 


Also slain was a South Korean 
guard. 


The story was told by a Michi- 
gan sdidier, whose name was 
withheld. In a bedside interview, 
he said he was left among the 
corpses after being wounded in 
the leg and left for dead. 

“We were a signal corps de- 
tachment running a relay radio 
station,” he said. 

“We were all asleep. There 
were 10 Reds and three of them 


opened their big oiffensive ta| Were girls. They tied our hands, 


grouped us together and then one 
shot us down. 

“I could not see which one 
did it.” 

However, the other survivor— 
a corporal from New York City 
who was shot through the stomach 
—whispered that they were shot 
by one of the women. He said each 
of the girls appeared to be about 
19 years old.

LENOX, Mass.. Sept. 3— The 
miliary recommenration by Gen. 
MacArthur that Formosa repre- 
sents our first line of defense and 
should be defended by the United 
States was strongly backed Sun- 
day by both Adm. Louis E. Den- 
feild, former Chief of Naval Op- 
erations, and the honorable Adolph 
Berle, former Assistant Secretary 
of State. in a public address de- 
livered before the Elm Tree Talks,’ 
at Elm Court. 

Adm. Denfeld made a sharp 
distinction between the military 
evaluation of Gen. MacArthur on 
Formosa and the recent statements 
of those calling for a preventive 
war. The Admiral said. “Gen. 
MacArthur's statement addressed 
to the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
is in my opinion sound military 
thinking.” 

He then went on to say that “A 
commander is always responsible 
for the statements of his subordi- 
nates” as he sharply criticized 
Navy Secretary Francis P. Mat- 
thewss advocacy of instituting 
war to preserve peace. “This is 
unrealistic, and we do not have 
sufficient forces and rmmreover a 
cGemocracy does not start a war.” 

He also agreed with the action 
of Air Force Chief of Staff Gen. 
Hoyt S. Vandenberg, when he 
suspended Maj. Gen. Orvin A. 
Andersoh for suggesting that the 
Air Force could break up the 
five atom bomb. nests in Russia 
-and save civilization in a week. 
“This is unsound from a military 
point of view and impossible of 
execution. It would only lead: us 
into an all-out war.” 

Berle said that “if the Chinese 
Government should go to war 
against us it would be for reasons 
other than Formoga. It will then 
be in fact a declaration of war 
on the United Nations by the Rus- 
sian Government through the Chi- 
“nese Communist regime.” For- 
mosa, he said, belongs legally to 
Japan and by right of conquest 
we are charged with its admin- 
istration. Its solution should prop- 
erly be determined by a peace 
treaty with Japan. 

Speaking on the diplomatic as- 

ect of the national defense, 

erle named the ultimate diplo- 
matic objective as “the establish- 
ment of a system on which peace 
can be maintained, so that there 
will be no war at ali.” He charged 
that the “Russo-Asiatic Commu- 
nist bloc showed every evidence 
of Waging an aggressive war’ and 
it is the job of our diplomatic de- 
fense to gather allied states in an 
impressive defense bloc to deter 
such action. 

“We have no diplomatic defense 
in Asia. We can rely on force 
alone.” This is the tragic circum- 
stance of our diplomatic failure in 
Asia, he said. “Loss of China, as 
a friendly nation, can well have 
disastrous consequences.”’ 

Adm. Denfeld opened his re- 
marks on “Unification and the 
National Defense’ by this state- 
ment: “The security of this coun- 
try, the keeping of the peace, is 
the job of the military, not the 
waging of aggressive war.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3—(>)— 
The United States was reported 
Sunday to be speeding its arms 
aid to Indochina in the expecta-) 
tion of a new crisis within a few 
weeks in that sector of the Asiatic 
front. 

Reports from American and 
French sources forecast, officials 


said, that Moscow-trained Ho Chi 
Minh is getting ready to launch 
a long-prepared offensive against 
the French and Allied Vietnam 
forces by Oct. 1 or soon there- 
after, 


By that date weather conditions, 
which currently are balking any 
Chinese Communist invasion of 
Formosa, are expected to become’ 
favorable for a renewal of large-' 
scal fighting in Indochina. 


Ho, according to State Depart- 
ment and Pentagon advices, is 
being heavily reinforced by his 
Chinese backers for what his Viet 
Minh Radio has proclaimed as a 
decisive “conquer offensive” 
against the “imperialists.” 


To help meet the threat, the 
U. S. already has poured a sub- 
stantial stream of arms and mili- 
lary supplies into 
which many consider the key to 
all Southeast Asia. Further ship- 
ments are en route. Still to go, 
it is reported, numerous naval 
landing craft @hich are being re- 
conditioned at Mare Island, Cal., 
and in the Puget Sound area, with 
crews in training to sail them 
across the Pacific. 

Arms reported already delivered 
include weapons and equipment 
for a dozen newly formed Vietnam. 
combat battalions, and ammu- 
nition and supplies for the French 
Metropolitan forces which have 
been fighting Ho's guerrillas four 
years. Included also are transport 
planes which the French rate 
highly useful for shifting troops 
and supplies in the Tonkin area,

Psychologists 
Plan To Adopt 
Ethics Code

STATE COLLEGE, Pa., Sept. 3.

sion of psychology as a whole 
was taken Sunday. 

A proposed code of ethical 
standards for clinical and consult- 
ing psychologists was presented at 
the opening meeting of the - 
eighth annual convention of 
American Psychological Associa- 
tion at the Pennsylvania State 
College here. 

The code is built around the ac- 
tual experiences of 1,000 psycholo- 
gists who described situations in 
which they made decisions involv- 
ing an ethical issue. It was pre- 
sented to the 3,000 psychologists 
attending the convention by Dr. 
Nicholas Hobbs, chairman of the 
committee on technical standards 
for psychology. This committee is 
engaged in a three-year research 
project to develop the code with 
funds given by the Rockefeller 
Foundation. 

When completed, the code will 
cover all phases of psychology in 
its six sections. The section pre- 
sented Sunday is the most impor- 
tant of all for, as Hobbs declared, 
“it is the most critical from the 
public point of view.” It deals 
with psychologists who do indi- 
vidual counseling. 

While the profession is worried 
about the charlatan, he said, its 
main concern is “to help the ethi- 
cal psychologist become even more 
ethical.” 

The behavior of charlatans often 
fell outside the association's juris- 
diction and only licensing laws 
ig cope with their menace, he 
said. 

Only two states have licensing 
laws today. A number of states 
have asked the profession to adopt 
a code of ethics so that licensing 
bills may be more easily intro- 
duced into legislatures. 

The whole code will be pub- 
lished in the American Psycholo- 
gist, the official journal of the 
association, so that psychologists 
all over the country may read and 
discuss it. The final vote is ex- 
pected to be taken at next year’s 
convention. 


600,000 Due

Ben Gurion said one-third of 
the money needed to settle Jews 
in Israel would come from the 
nation’s budget, the rest would be 
raised abroad, mostly in the 
United States. 

Earlier, Israel’s Foreign Minis- 
ter, Eliezer Kaplan, said the gov- 
ernment is not considering fur- 
ther devaluation of the currency 
to fight the nation’s present eco- 
nomic crisis. 

He told a news conference “the 
cabinet never even discussed the 
possibility of devaluation.” 

Israel changed the official value 
of her pound from $4.03 to $2.80 
on Sept. 18, 1949, at the same time 
Britain devalued ‘the pound. The 
effective rate of the Israeli pound, 
however, had been $3.03, so the re- 
duction to $2.80 was not consid-

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Thoughts For Labor Day Meditation 


Labor Day, 1950, finds the United States 
in a curious, paradoxical situation. 

There are more persons employed than 
at any other time in our history, save at 
the peak production days of the recent 
Second World War. Wages are higher. 

The homes of Americans are filled with 
more labor-saving, comfortable devices 
than at any previous time in our history. 
That is to say, there are more electric and 
gas stoves, more refrigerators, more wash- 
ing machines, more mechanical dish- 
washers, deep freezers, a greater number 
of radio and television sets than ever be- 
fore; a vaster number of appliances and 
also more furniture and more consumer 
goods in general. 

Our people have more possessions than 
at any other time in the history of the 
Republic—more jobs, more goods, more 
comforts. 

This, of course, explains why business 
is good. Automobile production is setting 
records. Orders are piled up for new cars. 
It is almost impossible to buy a new stove, 
refrigerator or deep freeze. The con- 
sumer demand is great. 

Farmers, who 15 and 20 years ago were 
broke and riding in “Hoover carts,” now 
are driving new cars, plowing with trac- 
tors, and are in general better off than 
ever before. There are fewer mortgages 
and fewer farm debts. 

Yet, all over this rich, prosperous, pro- 
ductive nation, there is a fretting, a worry, 
and a cloud of doubt and fear. 

The Korean War does not explain it 
all. The fear of what is behind the cur- 
tain which Russia has raised between her- 
self and the remainder of the world is one 
of the chief explanatory factors. But, this 
is not enough. 

It comes right down to this: 

We have become so comfortable we 
are afraid we will lose some of our com- 
forts. 

We fear that what is ahead may make

Fulton County’s Grand Jury in its pre- 
sentments has declared that it “would be 
detrimental to the welfare of the State” 
to apply the county unit system to gen- 
eral elections and urges all citizens of this 
and other counties to get to work to turn 
out a vote against the amendment.

Georgia, the only state with the unit 
system, should be able to show some gain 
from it; some profit from its presence; 
some benefit. 

There is none 

No other Southern state has it and 
each meets her problems as effectively as 
Georgia, and some, with more forthright- 
ness, economy and efficiency. 

If the unit system were good, would not 

thers have copied it? 

It is said to protect the small counties. 

It does not. It enables the small, cor- 
rupt counties to keep in office men who 
maintain county machines which live off 
the State. The “country” and the “citv” 
have the same basic problems in these 
days of roads and modern communication. 

The plain truth is there is no hope of 
economic, efficient government in Georgia

it necessary for us to lose some of our 
prosperous fat. This fear is: reflected in 
Congress, where partisanship rides high 
and men are not willing to turn to one 
another in the House and Senate and say, 
“Let’s forget the elections and do what is 
best for the country.” 


It is reflected in industry and in organ- 
ized labor. Each suspects the other of 
wanting to use the war threat as a club. 

This nation must depend on. skilled 
labor and management to produce what 
we need for war, or preparation for it. 
The two must go together. In the last 
war they did a magnificent productive job. 


But, if war does not come, as we hope 
and pray it will not, we still must con- 
tinue to produce, to bring out of research 
new enterprises and new jobs, to keep the 
economy going. Management and labor 
must, whether they like one another or 
not, work as a team. 

If we could find some way to inject a 
quality of spiritual statesmanship into our 
American capitalistic system, which sys- 
tem has made us what we are, it would 
be enormously helpful. We do not mean 
to imply a narrow interpretation of the 
word, but the broad one of rising above 
selfish greed and realizing that we are 
all Americans and all in the same boat 
and that if we do not hang together in the 
years ahead, we most assuredly will hang 
separately. 

There is no escaping the fact that we 
are weak inside—all of us—when in the 
moment of our greatest possessions, jobs 
and goods, we are still afraid and full of 
worry and woe. 

It is a time for close self-examination, 
of individuals and organizations. 

And for the President it.is a time to 
use the controls properly granted him, 
without hesitation or political considera- 
tion, when the need for their application 
arrives. 
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until we rid ourselves of the unit system. 

This is repetitious, but let's go over it 
again! 

If it is any good, why haven’t other 
Southern states made use of it? 

It if is worthwhile, why can’t we point 
to some good it has done? 

If it is an aid to good government, why 
is Georgia the only state with it? And 
why isn’t Georgia’s government superior 
to those Southern states which have no 
unit system? 

Let the supporters of the unit system 
answer those questions. There is no other 
State in the Union which sees in the 
unit system any assistance to government. 
Therefore, 47 other states reject it. It is 
a system which shackles bad government, 
expensive government, corrupt govern- 
ment, on the State. 

We hope other Grand Juries will act 


as has that of Fulton’s.

Put the ‘Far’ to the Offenders 


Having trespassed with relative impunity in the food department with a 
“receipt” for pine bark turkey stew and having tread on Channing Cope’s precious 
land with a corn column, I am now about to wet a line and throw it into a muddy 


pool. 


Somebody has been making funny with the finny denizens of the South. 


And what has been going on shouldn't happen to anything but an electric eel. 
What I am talking about is this telephone fishing, trick. First I had heard about 


the shocking deal when a well-known friend of nature came back from 


an out-of-state trip on 


which he had seen this unsportsmanlike type of fishing demonstrated. Along in the party, purely 
as a “private eye” you understand, he watched as sadistic sons of Ike Walton (my apologies to Ike, 


he would disown them) set up their infernal machine. 


What they did, as I get it, was take a tele- 


phone magneto and coils, attach one lead wire to a piece of window screen, weight the screen and 
sink it to the bottom of a fishin’ hole, stick the other wire in the water to complete the circuit, 
then turn the crank on that magneto to supply the fire. 


When they put the “far” to it, as an old 
mountaineer expressed it, the catfish shot up 
out of that hole like a Fourth of July skyrocket 
after you “far” the fuse.

But the game commissioner 
got wind of the practice and put his men out 
on the look fot these violators of an Alabama 
law against any use of electricity for “taking, 
capturing, killing or stunning fish.” 

The wardens arrested 21 men in Tallapoosa 
County, Ala., last week and some of them have 
paid off to the tune of $30 to $50 fines. 

I'm ashamed to say we have some Geor- 
gians whose idea of good sport is to shock the 
fish to stun them, then pick them up with a 
dipper. 
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Hamilton Ralls, directOr of the State Game 


and Fish Commission, tells me that the stunt 
has been tried out in all sectians of the State, 
that his wardens have caught some offenders, 
and that in case of conviction the fine has 
been $35. 

A fair penalty in addition to the fines would 
be to make the guilty take hold of the contacts 
on the shocking machine and thus to put the 
“far” to them so that they can find out how the 
fish feel about it. 

Telephone fishing is strictly illegal in Geor- 
gia where the law prohibits taking fish from 
streams in any way except by hook and line. 
Director Ralls appeals to all to help break up 
this illegal practice which is robbing good sports- 
men. of their just rights as fishermen. 

In fact, than this treatment of catfish, I can 
think of nothing meaner since the time when, as 
a boy, I brought the sun down through a bulbous 


- flashlight lens to put the “far” to a cat which was 


snoozing on the back doorstep. You can expect 
such stupidity of boys, but men are supposed 
to have outgrown it,

At any rate, Labor Day is not only a national holiday, but it 
also officially marks the opening of the football season and the 
close of the straw hat offe.

Incidentally, the first week in September is an inspired time 
for the laboring man to total up his gains, it being about as far 
as you can get from March 15, when the same figures are somehow 
a sight less gratifying.

Did MacArthur 
Overstate the Case? 


WASHINGTON—While reluctant to become 
involved in the controversy over the strategic 
value of Formosa, as raised by Gen. MacArthur 

in his message to the Veterans of Foreign Wars which the White 
House ordered withdrawn, some of our top-ranking military men 
are known to take issue with the thesis developed by the General. 
Privately, the opinion is expressed that the MacArthur declaration 
overstated the strategic importance of the islands more than just a 
little bit. 


All military heads are agreed that Formosa is important strate- 
gically. Obviously, it is pointed out, it would be valuable in our 
hands in case of a war against an Asiatic continental power. Like- 
wise, it would be a thorn in our side if held by an enemy, just as it 
was when the Japs occupied it during the last war. 


No Intent But the quickest answer to this is that we have no 

intention of becoming involved in a war with an 
Asiatic power. China, since the defeat of Japan, is the only re- 
maining power in Asia against whom we might go to war, and 
certainly we have no aims in that direction. The only thing that 
might conceivably give rise to cause for a Chino-American conflict 
would be for the Chinese Communists to intervene in the Korean 
war on behalf of the North Korean Communists. 


Even then it is doubtful that we would engage in a full-scale 
war with China. The effect of such an intervention, if it should 
come, probably would be to force us out of Korea. Instead of wast- 
ing our men and armaments on such an undertaking, we would 
begin to focus our attention and preparations more on Russia, 
which could be marked down as the main instigator of the mess. 
China, under its present Red regime, is looked upon as a mere 
puppet of Moscow, of course. 


In his statement which the President ordered suppressed, Gen. 
MacArthur referred to Formosa as “an unsinkable aircraft carrier 
and submarine tender ideally located to accomplish offensive 
strategy and at the same time checkmate defensive or counter 
offensive operations by. friendly forces based on Okinawa and the 
Philippines.” 


Competent military sources here say all of that is perfectly true, 
but in waxing eloquent about the strategic value of Formosa and 
its advantages they remind that MacArthur failed to state another 
obvious fact: namely, that many of the things an enemy could do 
with the islands in wartime also could be done about as well from 
bases on the Chinese mainland. The difference is. only 100 miles, 
which is negligible distance under modern methods of warfare. 


T: k Off In putting the emphasis he did on Formosa, the 
wanes Pacific Commander was probably harking back to 
to his experience in the Philippines at the outset of the Japanese 
war. Formosa undoubtedly looms large in MacArthur's conscious- 
ness, for it was the staging point the Japs used in the invasion of 


the Philippines. 


The point is, as the military critics of the General’s stateme¢nt 
stress, that the Chinese mainland offers the same facilities to an 
enemy—as far as submarines and long-range strategic bombers are 
concerned—as those to be found on Formosa. More, perhaps, be- 
cause it would be without some of the problems of logistics involved 
in the use of an island base. It is less of a hazard to move things 
by land than it is by air and water. 


Certainly the strategic importance of Formosa is not enough to 
warrant us going to war to preserve it for our use, which is what 
Gen. MacArthur urged in his declaration. As a matter of fact, be- 
fore the Korean crisis arose our military planners at the Pentagon 
had written it off as beyond the line of defense which we had 
marked out in the Pacific When the Korean clash developed 
President Truman reversed our previously stated position on the 
islands by announcing that we would defend Formosa against any 
Communist attack. 


In doing this the President was probably guided by other con- 
siderations rather than any new appraisal of the military impor- 
tance of ‘the islands. One thought is that he was protecting the 
forces of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek in order to use them as a 
threat against any move of the Chinese Communists to intervene 


in Korea. He also sought to neutralize the Chinese civil war by, 


ordering Chiang to cease his bomber attacks on the mainland,

WASHINGTON—I can't help thinking about the $29,000,000,000 worth of stuff, 
from foot powder to flying machines to fly screens, that the War Assets Adminis- 


tration sold at such a bargain in such a hurry not so long ago. 


Now these items 


are going at retail for fractions of what they cost the taxpayers—and the Army’s 
buying up large quantities of the same materials new and at full price, so’s the 


Navy. Take pants. 


White duck pants for sailors are costly items, but anybody 


can buy ‘em today from a surplus store at 99 cents a pair. It's sad, somehow, that our Government 
can't walk into these shops and buy back the stuff it sold so cheap in years we thought we were at 


peace. 
Some of the prices being charged today, even 


at retail, are amazing. A can of foot powder, 
bought originally to ease the dogs of weary Gls, 
can be bought for nine cents. The same nine 
pennies will buy a Government DDT bomb, a 
surplus pair of sun glasses or a steel mirror. 


Army wrist compasses are going for 98 
cents, five-gallon gasoline cans for $1.98, 
folding beds with springs for $4.45, air pil- 
lows for 29 cents and all-wool sleeping bags 
for $2.98. 


Tepee tents made from Government surplus 
parachutes are selling for $3, rubber floats which 
cost $8 are going to 47 cents, and Marine Corps 
sun hats for 55 cents. 


Air Force flying slippers, originally parts of 
electrically heated suits-for aviators, are selling 
at a dollar a pair. Officers’ skoes are bringing 
$6.45. Genuine U. S. Army cavalry spurs, in 
stock in some forgotten warehouse since the 
Indian wars, are selling at 55 cents a pair. They're 
the one item in all the long lists that would be 
of no conceivable use in Korea today. 

Rubber boats built for the Air Corps are go- 
ing for $16.95 in the one-man size, and $34.50 in 
the six-man variety. Signal Corps’ safety belts

for linesmen, which cost the Government $16, 
are priced at $3.75. 


One of the most surprising values is in Ger- 
man military binoculars—‘just released by the 
U. S. Army,” according to their present owner— 
for $75 a copy.

Originally 
they were worth $800. 


The lists go on and on. The Government's 
surplus department long since has sold out 
of these useful items—known to the trade 
as consumers’ goods—and they're now being 
peddied by- mail order. 


So 1. suppose that when, as and if we have 
peace again, the Government will return to the 
surplus business. This gives me the shivers: I 
remember too well the Congressional hearing 
concerning sales from the last war. 


These involved so many items of stupidity 
and/or greed that sometimes I could hardly be- 
lieve my own notes.

they have the necessary feed. I lend 100% of the original cost 
of the cattle. 

“Some of my loans extend over periods of five years. 

“I have never lost a dollar on these loans. 

“I take only the farmer's note. I do not require a mortgage. 
A man feels better when his farm isn’t mortgaged. 

“I prefer to have the note signed by man and wife. 
means they are in harmony. 

“I charge 6% interest, per annum. 

“We now have over $2 miflion loaned 
farmers. 

“We have been doing this for 12 years and our deposits 
have gone up 800%. 

“There are no longer any Government agencies in our county 
lending money to unsupervised farmers.

to more than 6,200 


Interdependence “Our bank believes it can't make any 
money unless the farmers in our area are 
making money. 

“We lend money to 4-H Club boys and girls on their signa- 
tures—we don’t want any endorsements, just the signature of 
the youngster. We have never lost a penny on these loans and 
many of the boys and girls are now depositors with us. 

“Our stock has gone in value from $200 to $600 per share 
and we declare a $24 dividend each year.” 

This practice of lending 100% of the purchase price of feeder 
cattle (to farmers with ample feed) is standard in the cattle belt. 
The banker puts up the money, the farmer puts up the feed, and 
the addition of weight and quality takes care of both costs.

Last Word On W. H. Crawford 
The class in Crawfordana will please come to ofder! This is, our corre- 


spondents willing, this department's last sortie into the life and times of William 
H. Crawford, the famed Georgia statesman of the early 1800's. We backed inte 


it by accident a week or so ago 
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when we referred to North Winship, of Macon, 


as the only ambassador Georgia ever produced. Admirers of William H. Crawford 
lit into us hot and heavy, advising us in no uncertain terms that Mr. Crawford 


was an ambassador to the court of Napoleon. Well, we thought the Atlanta library said the last 
word on the subject when the reference department came forth with the information that Mr, 


Crawford was a minister—not an ambassador. 

But, no, words are still being said and writ- 
ten—and so interestingly we can’t resist reprint- 
ing a few of them. 

H. W. Amason, editor and publisher of the 
Oglethorpe Echo, writes that he doesn’t wish to 
quibble over “minister” and “ambassador,” but 
he has other things to say about Mr. Crawford. 

“The late lamented Tom Reed, registrar of 
the University of Georgia, and a research his- 
torian, told us that President Monroe made a 
speech in Athens at one time and drove to 
‘Woodlawn,” a distance of about 14 miles, to 
spend .the night with Crawford. 

“Upon his return to Washington he promul- 
gated the Monroe Doctrine and Mr. Reed was of 
the opinion that it was a brain child of Craw- 
ford’s and that the first rough draft of the 
famous document was drawn that night in a 
room at ‘Woodlawn.’ William H. Crawford upon 
one occasion made a trip to Bermuda and, being 
somewhat of a horticulturist, noticed a grass 
growing there indigenous to that country. He 
brought some of it home with him and planted 
it at his home from whence it has since spréad 
all over the Southland. 

“If these two things be true, his authorship 
of the Monroe Doctrine and the introduction of 
Berriuda grass into this country, then it can be 
truly claimed ... that his contribution to the 
political and economic life of the Western hemi- 
sphere is unequalled by that of any other man 
who ever lived on this side of the world,” con- 
cludes Mr. Amason. 

Mrs. Robert F. Brooks Sr., of Lexington, who 
insists that she is not the county historian, but 
‘Just a garrulous old woman who loves Ogle- 
thorpe, Lexington and all her famous sons and 


daughters,” takes us and earlier correspondents 
to task for saying Mr. Crawford was from Craw- 
fordville. 

“That's wrong!” chides Mrs. Brooks. - “His 
burial place and the ashes of his home are about 
one-half mile from Crawford, but when he was 
minister to France his address was Lexington, 
for Crawford as a municipality did not come into 
existence until after the War Between the 
States. 

“It was known as Lexington Depot until then, 
for that is what it was. When the branch of 
the Georgia Railroad was made from Athens to 
Union Point the citizens of Lexington would not 
allow it to come any closer than three miles 
of the town and the depot was placed at the 
spot where a town finally grew around it. The 
towrm was named for the illustrious citizen buried 
close by.”

Well he had “checked” 
with Acheson and “later I checked when Ache- 
son became assistant secretary of state and Hiss 
became his executive assistant.” Needless to 
add, Berle occupied positions of trust in the 
State Department. 


This testimony and much pther was 
elicited by the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities. No other public body 
ever has been subjected to such vicious 
abuse by propaganda and personal per- 

secution. ’ 

Other anti-Communists have been hounded 
as venal agents of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, hate-mongers and Fascists. But 
all the time the truth has been accumulating in 
public records. 


A few days ago Lee Pressman confessed that 
early in the New Deal he joined the Communist 
Party in a cell in the Department of Agriculture 
under Henry Wallace. Pressman did not come 
clean entirely but at least he did confirm at last 
the fact that he had been a member of the 
Soviet’s political agency. He was one of the 
ulterior clique which in 1948 put up Wallace 
for president and the political character of that 
crew has now been tacitly admitted by both 
Wallace and Pressman in announcing their dis- 
sociation from the so-called Progressive Party. 
Wallace got out because he felt that in an issue 
of war between his country and Soviet Russia, 
he had to stand by the United States. But still 
he couldn’t bring himself to admit that he had 
knowledge of a single Communist in the party’s 
membership. 

Although Philip Murray has insisted that he 
never had any use for Communists in the CIO, 
Pressman was its chief counsel for several years, 
and the CIO has never acknowledged any wrong 
which it wrought against the committee and 
other crusaders during years of .infestation. 
Unions of the CIO savagely attacked all such 
loyal Americans. They defended traitors within 
their ranks with equal fury. 

Pressman named three others as members of

his Communist cell established within the United 
States Government under Roosevelt. They are 
Nathan Witt, secretary of the Labor Relations 
Board during the fateful period when the funda- 
mental relation between the American worker 
and his Government and his union was revised 
along Communist lines by that board; John J. 
Abt, another of Wallace’s old assistants in the 
Department of Agriculture, and Charles Kramer, 
who also held positions of trust and power in 
Washington. 

Pressman, Witt and Abt were members of 
the Vermont Red cell whose disclosure has been 
condemned as “sensational” journalism by 
pseudo-Republican Vermont papers. So was 
Abt's sister, Marion Bachrach. 


To look backward, all disclosures of Commu- 
nist permeation in the Roosevelt-Truman regime. 
have brought down on the American loyalists 
charges of “witch-hunting” and “smearing.” Con- 
gressman Richard Nixon, California, a candidate 
for the Senate, has suffered especially. The 
Empress Eleanor is going to CaMfornia to cam- 
paign for his opponent, Congresswoman Helen 
Gahagan Douglas. Nixon has the records of both 
of them, but the Roosevelt theology is influential 
still notwithstanding the slaughter of American 
young men in. Korea. 

In Vermont, the Rutland Herald angrily 
inveighed against the “smearing” of Communists 
and of persons who gave reasons to be suspected. 


Actually the smear has worked the other way. 

This is an excellent specimen from the vox 
pop of the same Rutland Herald against Mrs.

“Should this letter come to the attention of 
Mrs. Miller, I shall probably be accused of being 
a Communist and have my name included in 
her back-fence reports to the Hearst newspapers. 
Nevertheless, I would like to register my disgust 
with everything Mrs. Miller stands for. She is 
obviously a candidate for the Bethel McCarthy- 
ship. Why any reasonably intelligent person 
would deliberately ignore political facts and use 
guilt by association and other less savory meth- 
ois of attack on her fellow townspeople is be- 
yond me. 

“Korea is bad enough but people like Mrs. 
Miller are only endangering our position in 
world affairs (it is as bad as that) by their 
accusations. Her tactics have been practiced for 
years by Communists, Fascists, the Ku Klux 
Klan and other hate groups.” 

Thus runs the abuse that patriotic citizens 
have had to endure throughout these years.
